Quayle said 45,000 women die in 
America each year from breast can- 
cer, and early detection could help 
reduce that number dramatically.

Milwaukee man says 
he killed 11 people 


Victims were strangled, dismembered

MILWAUKEE — A convicted 
child molester whose apartment held 
body parts of 11 men has confessed, 
saying he drugged and strangled the 
victims then dismembered them and 
boiled some of their skulls to preserve 
them, authorities said Wednesday. 

In an affidavit submitted in Mil- 
waukee County Circuit Court, Police 
Lt. David Kane wrote that Jeffrey L. 
Dahmer, 31, told police he met his 
victims at taverns or shopping malls 
and lured them to his apartment for 
photographs. 

“Dahmer stated he would drug 
these individuals and usually strangle 
them and then dismember the bodies, 
often boiling the heads to remove 
flesh so he could retain the skulls,” 
the affidavit said. 

“Mr. Dahmer further stated that he 
took photographs of a number of 
these persons while they were still 
alive, after he had killed them and of 
their heads and body parts after he 
had dismembered them,” it said. 

Circuit Judge Frank T. Crivello ac- 
cepted the affidavit during a brief 
hearing and set bail at $1 million cash. 
No criminal charges were filed. 

Dahmer, a former chocolate factory 
worker on probation for a 1988 sexual 
assault of a teen-age boy, did not ap- 
pear in court. Prosecutors said they 
plan to file a criminal complaint charg- 
ing him today. 

Police Chief Philip Arreola con- 
firmed that Dahmer was cooperating 
with investigators, but declined to ad- 


dress reports that Dahmer had con- 
fessed. 

Dahmer’s lawyer, Gerald Boyle, 
said Dahmer held himself responsible 
for the killings. 

Boyle said his client is competent to 
participate in court proceedings and 
would not contest prosecutor’s re- 
quest he remain in jail. 

Dahmer was on probation after 
serving less than a year in prison for a 
1988 sexual assault of a boy, but his 
probation officer never visited his 
home asis usually required for felons. 

Joe Scislowizc, a spokesman for the 
state Department of Corrections, 
said the requirement that probation 
agents visit probationers’ homes was 


_waived in Dahmer’s case because the 


agent’s workload was heavy and Dah- 
mer lived in a high-crime neighbor- 
hood. Scislowize said the agent met 
with Dahmer monthly in her office. 

Dahmer was arrested late Monday 
after a man with handcuffs dangling 
from one wrist flagged down police 
and told them he had been threatened 
with a knife. 

He led the officers to Dahmer’s 
apartment, which was littered with 
skulls, torsos and other body parts, 
police said. Three heads were in a 
refrigerator and a dresser was filled 
with pictures of bodies in various 
stages of dismemberment, police 
said. 

Dahmer, originally from Medina, 
Ohio, was convicted of sexually as- 
saulting a 13-year-old boy in Milwau- 
kee in 1988. He served 10 months in 
jail and was released in March 1990.

Following Quayle’s tour of the mo- 
bile unit, he went by motorcade to the 
Governor’s Mansion where Breast 
Care Center officials presented 
Quayle with “A Gift of Love,” ex- 
cerpts from a book on the experience 
of living with breast cancer. 
The excerpts are from a soon-to-be 
published book written by women 


who have been active participants in 
Holy Cross Hospital Breast Care Ser- 
vices. 

Quayle said he and his wife sponsor 
the “Race for the Cure” in Washing- 
ton, D.C., and have helped raise 
$700,000 for the cause. 

He said, “The reason I came to 
Holy Cross today is to demonstrate 
the public awareness aspect of breast 
cancer.” 

Quayle’s visit to Salt Lake City in- 
cluded helping raise money for local 
Republican politicians, making a sur- 
prise visit to the “brown-bag concert” 
and addressing current issues at a 
press conference at the Governor’s 
Mansion. 

Following the presentation at the 
Governor’s Mansion, Quayle an- 
swered questions about issues rang- 
ing from the senate passing the Presi- 
dent’s recommendation of Clarence 
Thomas to Quayle’s Tuesday visit toa 
Utah Republican fund-raiser. 

“Clarence Thomas is a man of great 
integrity and character,” Quayle said. 
“Those that criticize Clarence

MOSCOW — President Mikhail

“The work on a new Union 
Treaty has been completed,” Gor- 
bachev was quoted as saying 
Wednesday by the official state 
news agency. Tass. “The most im- 
portant thing is that we have finally 
reached an agreement.” 

Gorbachev is counting on the 
treaty to prevent the breakup of the 
country and ease secessionist pres- 
sures. It would give the republics 
more control over their industrial 
and natural resources and give the 
Kremlin a say in economic and polit- 
ical reforms. 

The Union Treaty would replace 
the 1922 treaty that founded the 
Soviet Union. Ten of the 15 Soviet 
republics took part in drafting it, 
but the three Baltic republics and 
Georgia and Moldavia say they will 
not sign. 

It was unclear how soon the 
treaty would be submitted to the 
republics. The Ukraine has post- 
poned debate on it for at least two 
months. All the 15 republics have

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BYU student dies in skydiving accident 


CEDAR VALLEY — A first-time skydiver plunged to his death Wednes- 
day when his parachutes became entangled, officials said. 

The victim was an 18-year-old BYU student from Louisville, Ky., said Utah 
County Sheriff's dispatcher Janeen Muchlesten. 

The accident occurred about 2 p.m. near the Cedar Valley Airport near Lehi 
in north-central Utah, Muchlesten said. 

Details were unavailable. Sheriff Dave Bateman, contacted at home, said he 
had been told only that the accident had occurred and that it was a fatality. 

The Federal Aviation Administration and Utah County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment were investigating, Muchlesten said. 

Officials were withholding release of the victim’s name pending notification 
of relatives. 


EPA soft on water cleanup, report claims 


WASHINGTON — The Environmental Protection Agency has ordered 
accelerated cleanups of just 529 of 18,770 severely polluted waterways — all of 
which could have been targeted under the fast-track program mandated by the 
1987 Clean Water Act, congressional investigators say. 

The pollution “hot spots” left off the EPA’s list include waters contaminated 
with toxic substances linked to cancer, kidney and liver damagewamemia, heart 
failure and respiratory irritation, the General Accounting Office said. 

The GAO, ina report obtained by The Associated Press, said the EPA could 
have ordered the states to set stiffer pollution discharge standards “for all 
impaired waters,” under the 1987 law. Because it did not, the agency will not 
meet the program’s June 1992 goal for accomplishing that task, the report 
said. 

“Many of the nation’s impaired waters were not identified and targeted for 
cleanup as required by the (1987) Water Quality Act,” the report complained. 
The GAO did not cite specific waterways that were either on or off the EPA 
list. EPA headquarters said the overall list was not immediately available, 
referring queries to each of its regional offices. 

The 1987 law envisioned a quick identification of the most polluted waters, 
followed by the issuance, either by the states or the EPA itself, of stiffened 
discharge permits, as appropriate, for industry and public sewage systems. 


3 women may testify against Kennedy 


WEST PALM BEACH, Fla. — One of four women who claim they were 
attacked by William Kennedy Smith says Smith’s cousin said soon after 
allegations arose of a Palm Beach rape, “It sounds like Willie really has a 
problem.” 

The woman, who lives in New York, said in a sworn statement released 
Tuesday that Smith twice tried to rape her in 1983. She’s among three women 
named in a filing by an attorney prosecuting Smith on charges he raped a 
woman at the Kennedy estate March 30. Another woman, a medical student, 
said Smith raped her in Washington in 1988 and a third woman, now a doctor, 
said she talked Smith out of assaulting her the same year. 

Prosecutor Moira Lasch filed notice Monday she intends to call the three 
women as witnesses under the so-called Williams rule, a nationally used 
standard that allows testimony concerning a defendant’s past criminal behav- 
lor — ifit fits a similar pattern to the case at hand, evenif no charges were filed 
in the earlier cases. 


First planet outside solar system found 


NEW YORK — Astronomers say they have detected the first known 
planet outside the solar system, an object that orbits a very dense star and is 
perhaps 12 times as massive as Earth. 

Other researchers have reported apparent detections of planets outside the 
solar system before, but some reports have been refuted and none is widely 
accepted. 

Princeton University physics professor Joseph Taylor said he found the new 
report persuasive. “They've got something there that is significant, no ques- 
tion about it,” he said. 

The detection is reported in Thursday’s issue of the British journal Nature 
by Andrew Lyne, Matthew Bailes and Setnam Shemar of the University of 
ae Nuffield Radio Astronomy Laboratories in Jodrell Bank, Eng- 

and. 

They wrote that the planet’s mass is perhaps about 10 times that of Earth, 
but Lyne said a better guess is 12 times. The planet is probably about two to 

_ three times the diameter of Earth, depending on whether it is rocky like Kart 
‘or gaseous like Jupitershe said. %

anniversary of the arrival of the pioneers in the state. 

The Apaches, which were used during the Persian Gulf War, swept down 
Main Street with a drone before banking left on 9th South to fly past Liberty 
Park, the end point of the two-mile parade. 

“Can you imagine being under those things when they’re shooting at you?” 
parade announcer Dick Dayhuff asked the crowd. 

The helicopters were among an array of military hardware rolling through 
Salt Lake City for the 142nd Pioneer Day celebration commemorating the day

Legal office offers [ Haircuts $6 
free services to 


county residents

Through the efforts of Utah Legal 
Services, many low income county 
residents are able to obtain legal 
counsel, a legal services attorney 
said. 

Brent Bartholomew, an attorney at 
Utah Legal Services in Provo, said 
the center handles many cases involv- 
ing civil disputes for low income indi- 
viduals free of charge. 

“We handle cases involving di- 
voree, spouse and child abuse and 
custody cases,” Bartholomew said. 
“And because of the housing shortage 
in Utah County, especially in Provo, 
we handle a lot of tenant-landlord dis- 
putes.” 

Because there is no charge for the 
services, the attorneys must be cau- 
tious about the cases they take. 

“Our by-laws don’t allow us to take 
criminal cases or cases that might re- 
sult in some sort of monetary compen- 
sation,” he said. 

“Our biggest problem is that we 
receive many more people who need 
legal help than we can possibly han- 
dle,” Bartholomew said. “Our staff is 
unable to handle the sheer volume of 
people who need our services.” 

Utah Legal Services is part of a 
national legal services organization 


that provides help to those who can- 
not afford to hire an attorney. The 
majority of the funds come from fed- 
eral grants. Other funding comes 
from the State Bar Association, 
County funds and some private dona- 
tions, Bartholomew said. 

Sherlynn Fenstermaker, a Provo 
attorney, said Utah Legal Services 
fills an important need in the commu- 
nity. 

“T am very impressed with the 
work they do for the senior citizens,” 
she said. The center provides advice 
on preparing wills and other legal doc- 
uments for the elderly. 

“Also, the seminars they hold on 
Social Security and SSI are very 
good,” she said. “And I really admire 
the work they do for battered 
women.” 

Presently, there are two attorneys 
in the Provo office, with a total staff of 
11, including paralegals and secre- 
taries. Another attorney will be hired 
soon and another is coming off mater- 
nity leave to bring the total number of 
attorneys to four. 

“Some attorneys help take some of 
the load off us by doing some of our 
cases probono (without pay),” 
Bartholomew said. The center also 
has volunteer law clerks from the 
BYU law school working at the center 
for college credit.

Jarman when he begins his three- 
year term in September, said Brent 
Harker of BYU Public Communica- 
tions. Jarman, who has chaired the 
department for six years, will return 
to full-time teaching and research, 
Harker said. 

Conlee has been teaching at BYU 
since 1977. He earned his bachelor’s 
and master’s degrees at BY U and his 
Ph.D. in exercise physiology at the 
University of Iowa. 

Conlee received a research grant 
from the National Institute on Drig 
Abuse to study the combined effects 
of cocaine and exercise.

Conlee has found that cocaine is 
a depressant on physical perfor- 
mance, Harker said. Conlee said his 
work has been published in medical 
journals.

production. He will also encourage 
faculty members to move into their

for America’s 
Greg LeMond

LALPE D’HUEZ, France — A 
week ago, Greg LeMond finished the 
first half of the Tour de France in first 
place and it looked like the rout was 
on. 

It was almost unimaginable that 
LeMond, solidly in front last week, 
could lose the only race he really 
wants to win. 

How times have changed. 

LeMond now could be headed for 
his worse finish ever in the Tour. 
‘| America’s most successful cyclist is 
now sixth, 6 minutes, 39 seconds be- 
hind Miguel Indurain of Spain, after 
Tuesday’s 17th stage. 

Faced with exhaustion, dehydra- 
tion, high white blood cell counts, 
swollen feet and other riders who are 
now stronger, LeMond appears to 
have little chance of improving over 
the final five stages of the Tour de 
France. 

LeMond was third in his first Tour 
in 1984 and came in second in 1985. He 
won in 1986, 1989 and 1990, missing 
1987 and 1988 while recovering from 
gunshot wounds‘ and: tendon prob- 
lertis’ * rs ie bie 
“| © LeMond saw a glimmer of hope in 
Monday’s leg, after he finished an 
encouraging second and made up 26 
seconds. But then he gave up more 
than four times that in coming in 14th 
in the famed |’Alpe d’Huez stage. 
That is where, the saying goes, Tours 
are not won, but sometimes lost. 

In three mountain stages — two in 
the Pyrenees last week and the first 
of the Alps, LeMond has lost more 
than nine minutes to Indurain, who 
also beat LeMond in the time trial. 

On Tuesday, Indurain took a major 
step toward the overall victory. 

He gained time on all the other 
favorites, including LeMond, who fin- 
ished 1:58 behind. 

Gianni Bugno won his second con- 
secutive l’Alpe D’Huez test, beating 
Indurain by one second. 

France’s Luc Leblance was third. 

“Today was a very good stage for 
me,” Indurain said. 

“Coming in second is good. Now I 
feel more relaxed.” 

In the overall standings, Indurain 
now has a3:09 advantage over Bugno. 

Claudio Chiappucci of Italy was 
with the leaders up the final climb 
before fading. 

Chiapucci is now third, 4:48 back.

Provo City Police, said many reports 
of variations of this prank phone call 
have been received over the past 
year. 

The University Police report said 
the alleged victim received a phone 
call from a female who said she was 
being held captive and asked the per- 
son “to talk to her naked male captor, 
who was in the other room. The 
stated purpose was to allow the poor 
runaway to escape.” According to the 
report, the person “did as she was 
asked and kept the naked man enter- 
tained for twenty minutes as the poor 
girl asked her to.” 

Frasier said, “Unfortunately, peo- 
ple listen because they think they are 
helping the girl.” 

He said police believe the prank is 
being done by the same perpetrators 
each time, but “there is no way to 
catch them. The perpetrators never 
call the same place.” 

Leanne Shay, community affairs 
manager for US West, said, “We have 
sophisticated equipment, but we have 
to program or physically place a trap 
to trace a call on a phone line. There- 
fore, we have to know in advance to 
whon? the call will be made.” 

Shay said, in this case “it would be 
physically impossible to catch the per- 
petrators. There isn’t any real means. 
to trace them.” Frasier said the best 
way to handle a prank call, such as 
this, is to “just hang up and report the 
call to the police.” 

Chief Robert Kelshaw of Univer- 
sity Police said, “It is difficult to iden- 
tify the parties responsible for this 
type of behavior. 

Inthe event you receive this type of 
phone call, hang up immediately and 
report it.” 

Kelshaw also said many campus 
phones are equipped with displays 
that give the originating number if 
the call is made from another campus 
phone. 

He said people working or residing 
on campus with these phones that re- 
ceive a prank phone call, should note 
the originating phone number and call 
the University Police immediately.

Electricity costs debated 


Who pays for power surges?

Losses resulting from power mal- 
functions — whether by nature or 
negligence — will not be the city’s 
responsibility if a new ordinance is 
passed by the Provo City Council 
Tuesday. 

City Attorney Gary Gregerson said 
the ordinance would encourage resi- 
dents and businesses to take protec- 
tive measures such as installing surge 
protectors to protect equipment from 
electrical damage. 

Gregerson said, “The philosophy 
behind the ordinance is: who should 
bear the risk? Should the city insure 
against (personal damage) or should 
people be required to take their own 
protective measures?” 

According to a draft of the ordi- 
nance, it is the customer’s responsi- 
bility to protect his or her life and 
property “from the consequences of 


any defect, failure, malfunction or 
electrical fault or surge.” In addition, 
the city would not be responsible for 
damages that “arise from the negli- 
gence of the city or its employees.” 

Kent Daley, a computer mainte- 
nance technician with BYU Elec- 
tronic Media, questions the reliability 
of surge protectors on campus equip- 
ment. Daley said surge protectors 
“don’t do all that much for protection” 
from power surges. 

Daley said BYU has cases of termi- 
nal and modem damage after every 
bad thunderstorm, with repairs made 
at the university’s expense. He also 
said he did not believe surge protec- 
tors were foolproof. 

Sean Luke, a computer consultant 
in BYU’s Computer Consultation 
Services Department, said while 
plugging in a surge protector is a good 
idea, there are still some definite 
problems with the system. 

Luke explained that when a major
